Young. Mrs. Bruce Oagc, G. \V. 
Jenks. associate editor Stephen- 
vilb* Tribune, K. Lam ar 
Parker, 
editor the Desdemonia Oil News, 
and Everett Keith, vice president 
of Th»1 Heart of the Duke (Til com­ 
pany, and interviewed regarding 
the construction of a lino of rail­ 
way from the Frisco into Desde- 
monia. The meeting lasted about 
30 minutes, during which time a 
railroad to Desdemonia, and noth­ 
ing else but a railroad was dis­ 
cussed. Mr. Parker speaking whole 
and soul for the lit»«*, it mattered 
not. where from, just so it got toj 
his home, and Mrs. f ’age and Mrs. 
Young, Mr. Cage, Mr. Keith and 
Mr. Jenks being equally as an­ 
xious for it, but from their town 
by all means.
